Charge accounts. From unknown persons who have not 
had credit with us, we ask for well-known trade refer- 
ences and time for investigating. All accounts due in 
30 days unless other arrangements are made when 
order is filled. 


C.0.D. shipments must be accompanied by 20% deposit 
as a guarantee of acceptance. If you want us to hold 
certain items for you, we require a deposit; usually 
10% will be sufficient. 


Shipments. Please specify by what method you want 
your order shipped. If you are within 500 miles of 
Mobile and unless Government orders prohibit, we 
are in position to deliver full truckloads to your door. 
Our charges for this will be very reasonable. 

We endeavor to send out all shipments the day the 
order is received, and will do everything in our power 
to insure satisfactory delivery to our customers, but 
our responsibility ceases upon delivery to carrier in good 
condition, insofar as damages in transit are concerned.

AZALEAS 


Azaleas can be moved at any time during the year, but 
we recommend doing it before they come into bloom, 
that is, September through February. In doing this you 
will have the benefit of the flowers the first year. Also 
the plants will have become established in the ground 
before the summer heat. 


We are offering what we call lining-out stock from beds, 
which is only for growing on, and should be planted after 
danger of frost is over. The florist should plant them after 
Easter, when there will be more room in the houses for 
them. These plants were rooted in late spring and moved 
to our beds outside, to grow and make good root systems 
all summer and winter. They are far superior to most 
pot plants, as they have more room to develop better 
root systems. 


We are growing this season excellent plants of this size, 
having had an early start, and we have had the best grow- 
ing season for several years. We suggest that you book 
your order with us early, and let us ship to you whenever 
you are ready in the spring. We are prepared to protect 
these plants during the winter, and will harden them off 
in early spring, so that you will have excellent plants. 


Good drainage is absolutely necessary, so be sure that 
the beds for the plants are drained well before planting, 
to prevent water from standing in them at any time. 
The beds should be kept moist always, but not soaking 
wet. During dry weather, it is better to water in late 
afternoon with a strong force from the hose. We might 
also add——do not be too sparing with good soil and fer- 
tilizer, as you will tind it pays in the long run. 


Azaleas are plants that can be set in full sun or in shade. 
Partial shade is ideal for growing them, as all of our small 
plants are grown in the lathhouse. Larger plants can be 
put in the open tield if proper care is given them, and you 
will have many more flower buds, but the flower buds will 
be more susceptible to frost injury. During dry weather 
they will have to be watered more often, and will have to 
be mulched heavier, The plants in the shade will have

some protection from the cold injury, but will have fewer 
flowers. Kurume varieties will bloom more profusely in 
the shade than the Indicas, but never attain the size of 
the latter. 

We would like to suggest that you grow more of these 
flowering shrubs. When they come into bloom in the 
winter and spring months you will be amply rewarded 
for your foresight in planting them. They are the quickest 
turnover of any investment you could make, and are easy 
to handle, once you get the knack of it. Nothing, to our 
mind, is more beautiful than an Azalea Garden in full 
bloom. 


AZALEA INDICA 


These Azaleas are for the most part, the most showy 
of all in the gardens of the lower South and along the 
Atlantic coast line. They are ideal for landscape work 
in this section, for they make nice, thick, green foliage 
plants and are a mass of color in late winter and spring. 
They require no pruning after they get established. We 
suggest that you use them more extensively in your work, 
and you will have the thanks of your customers for many 
years to come. An Azalea in bloom is all the advertise- 
ment you need to sell it and other plants to go with it. 


This season we have some fine plants of Indicas, as 
we have pinched them back many times. We know you 
will be well pleased with our plants, and we invite your 
inquiries.

KURUME AZALEAS 


Perhaps the most popular group of Azaleas, as they 
have such a wide use. The easiest moneymaker of any pot 
plant, they are easy to grow and if not disposed of the first 
season, will only be more valuable the next. One plant 
in a pot will make a nice show and is sure to please your 
customers. For outside planting, they will stand more 
cold than the Indicas, and can be planted outdoors in al- 
most all sections of the South and even farther north with 
a little protection. 

Kurumes are very easy to handle in the greenhouse. 
Pot them up in acid soil, using a good amount of peat moss. 
Place in a moderately warm house and spray frequently 
with a strong force of water. This will tend to keep down 
red spiders and thrips. They will come into full bloom 
in from 50 to 75 days, depending on the season. 

Our 4 to 6-inch liners make excellent plants to pot up 
and grow for another season’s sale. The cost is very low 
and you will have some really nice plants to offer your 
customers in less than a year. If you have never grown 
any, you should by all means order some at once.
